The Republicans in Sprrngfield carried their "sour grapes" routine 
right down to the wire yesterday with former Gov. William G. Stratton 
putting the final emphasis on the GOP'a disappointment over the outcome 
of the Nov, 8 balloting. 

Breaking with tradition Stratton left the Springfield 
Armory where Otto Kerner was inaugurated before the 
actual swearing-in ceremony and before the new governor's 
inaugural address. 

This act of discourtesy fit the pattern set by members 

'% of the House of Representatives who waged a losing battle 

" to block the election of Paul Powell as Speaker of- the 

House, one of the most powerful positions in the state 

government. 

e * * 

Kerner's inaugural address brought no comfort to 
corporation heads or to business leaders as he revealed 
plans to boost the corporation tax and to plug loopholes in 
the sales tax law. 
Dufkln Fiscal problems were the main theme of the inaugural 

address which was a business-tike exposition of the aims of the new ad- 
ministration and evoked little enthusiasm even among the Democrats who 
jammed the huge hall for the ceremony. 

Republican precinct committeemen gathered at the courthouse Satur- 
day to select delegates to the judicial convention in McHenry Jan. 21, where 
they will select the GOP nominee for Circuit Judge. 

There had been some expectation that a Lake County nominee would 
be picked for nomination at the McHenry conclave, but no action was 
taken. 

There is little doubt, however, barring unforeseen developments that 
Probate Judge Thomas J. Moran will be the nominee. 

The Democrats also met last week, but authorized County Chairman

So far there has been little action among the Democrats td name a 
Judicial candidate and there is a rumor making the rounds that the ^Demo- 
crats will pass up the election and endorse Judge Moran in the wild hope 
that the Republicans might reciprocate and approve the election of a 
Circuit Court judge from the Democratic ranks In 1983. 

The 19th Judicial Circuit comprising Lake and McHenry counties will 
be entitled to four judges as a result of the population of the district and 
the Democrats apparently feel they are entitled to representation on the 
bench. And they don't have a bad argument at that. 

State Rep. W. J. Murphy of Antioch was on hand for the judicial con- 
vention and gave a brief report on the progress of the Speaker battle in 
Springfield. 

Rep. Murphy has been one of the leaders in the battle to keep the 
post for the Republicans who hold a one vote majority in the chamber, 
on paper, and received a rousing welcome from the precinct committeemen 
for his fight, despite the outcome of the struggle. 

Paul Serdar, deposed chairman of the Illinois Racing Commission, is 
apparently determined that Lake County, one of the leading thoroughbred 
breeding counties in the state, shall have representation on The commission 
during Gov. Kerner's administration. 

Serdar has declined to submit his resignation from the board and will 
probably serve out hia present term which expires In 1965. 

Under Serdar's chairmanship during the Stratton administration Illi- 
nois became one of the top breeding states in the nation and under his 
leadership Lake County is now dotted with handsome farms dedicated to 
the improvement of the breed.

Plan Hunting, Fishing 
Survey Here, Jan. 23 

Information on the hunting and 
fishing activities of Lake Countians 
will be collected by the U. S. Census 
Bureau in a sample survey here 
starting Jan. 23 Data compiled in 
the Lake County survey will be 
added to that obtained in sample 
surveys in 332 other areas of the 
country to obtain information of 
number of individuals who engaged 
in recreational hunting and fishing 
in this country last year. 

The last survey of this type, taken 
in 1956, revealed that some 25,600,- 
999 anglers and hunters spent near- 
ly $3 billion in pursuit of fish and 
game during 1955, for an average 
$114 apiece.
